TO MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE- ON
MILITARY AND GOVERNMENT PETROLEUM REQUIREMENTS

Dear Sir:

Attached 1s a summary cf the military petroleum require-
ment situation as of January 9, 1048.

There has been a substantial decrease in estimated re-
quirements since the December 5th report. Total requirements
in the January-June period are now 52,331,000 barrels compared
with 60,336,000 barrels shown in the last report, a decrease
of 8,005,000 barrels. The latest reguirements are understood
to take into account the over or short rosition on actual
deliveries versus estimated requirements for the July-December
1947 period. The total requirements f{or the fiscal year 1948
are therefore shcwn as the actual purchases during the first
six months, plus estimated requirements for the second six
months of the fiscal year. On this basis the Fiscal Year re-
quirements are now 106,767,000 barrels compared with 117,522,000
barrels shown in the last report, a decrease of 10,755,000
barrels. The revised requirements for the January-June period
are 2,103,000 barrels less than the actual purchases for the
July-December 1347 period.

Aviation gasoline requirements for the January-June 1948
period are 84.5% covered. Additicnal offers are expacted to
be processed shortly which should tring the coverage to about
100%. Moter gasoline offers already exceed requirements., In
total, the coverage for the January-June period is already 80%
and 90.2% for the Fiscal Year. The Persian Culf figures in-
clude offers nct shown on the January 9th ANFB astatement, but
which had been received prior to that date.
